BUTTER;  ■        With  "butter  production  reported  the  lightest  in  25  years  for  the  country  as  a  v/hole, 
end  continuning  to  rppidly  decline  to  much  lower  levels  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  "butter  dis— 
tri'bution  d-uring  Dcccm"bcr  had  to  depend  largely  upon  surplus  Government  stocks  to  fill  orders 
from  ret-^il  outlets.    The  voltme  of  sales  were  quite  irregular  from  week  to  week,  vrith  supplies  at 
no  time  sufficient  for  the  dcnnnd  from  retail  outlets.
